"He wu» a printer 
by tftuilc, and when ho started in to write 
pongs, as a pastime for leisure hours, hu 
determined that ho would never publish 
Ills works savo on royalty. The result 
was that ho died worth over $100,000, 
and his songs aro still profitable to his 
hoirs. 'Babylon in Fallen1 and 'March- 
ing through Georgia' wore among: hid 
earlier successes: 'Grandfather's deck' 
umong the latest. 'Marching through 
Georgia' is considered a standard song, 
nnd sells to the extent of 8,000 or 9,000 
yearly. I shall never forgot the firsfi 
time I heard 'Grandfather's Clock.' I 
was then employed i:i ci western music 
store. Ho came in and sang it to mo. 
Ho was a very had singer, and the sul>. 
ject und its treatment were both so 
quaint, the movement of the melody so 
unusual, that 1 did not know what to 
think of it, or what to say about its prob- 
able success. My opinion of it was that 
tho imitaiion of the clock movement 
was novel .and attractive, but I did not 
venture to say anything further. The 
song was published, but it was a long 
time before it won its way to the popular 
ear, to say nothing of the popular heart.

While hero Keno with his .batol- 
ion wero dispatched on tho scout wind 
resulted in finding the trail /which after 
wards led u& to tho fatal battle ground in 
the Little Big Horn Valley. From here 
still with Ouster in command ot the reg 
imcnr.we m oved to the Yellowstone river 
near tho mouth ot tho Powder river, otter 
a Brief rest hero we abandoned onr wag- 
on train and with [pack animals started 
after K.BEO and his [small command, we 
pushed rapidly lorwnrd to the Tongue 
nver, Gen. Terry being then on board 
the steamer and pushing forward in our 
advance for the purpose of intercepting 
Geu. Gibbon, who it was understood was 
in our advance ecmewheru along the 
1'ollowatoce. Gen. Cunter^at this time 
waa m command of all forces in our im- 
mediate command. Soon j after leaving 
Tongue river we met Eeno, who was 
oblige i to return owing to his lack of 
rations and forage aud because, a? wo 
then loomed, be had found a trail that 
'•_ iid not deem it safe to follow further 
with the small force at his disposal. 


ii'i'r ,l.ore the whole [command pushed 


i-_pid]y forward aud the following day 
overtook Terry and Gibbon near tho 
mouth ot tho liosebud river. 
, Hero Keno's report was fully discussed 
and the plan of the campaign ir a meas- 
ure prepared. With all due deference to 
the writer of the article from which wo 
havo previously quoted. Gen. Terry did 
not "restore tho colonel to the command 
of hie regiment, at the earno time ex- 
plaining to him tho position nnd location 
| of the Indian camp on tho Little Big 
Horn." Cueter was simply given com- 
mand of that part of tho expedition, or- 
dered to take his regiment and move at a 
certain time. Gen. Terry at that time 
eaid to him "I have too much confidence 
in you to wish to hamper you at this 
time with specific instructions." 
The 


instructions at that time given to Custer 
were general, leaving to his own discre- 
tion in a great measure the details of the 
campaign. 


It was fully understood that Terry 


with Gen, Gibbon and his forces would 
proceed np the river by boat and endeav- 
or to be on hand to support him in his 
attack on the village. Neither Terry or 
Ouster at that time (it their own state- 
ments are to be taken,) knew the eiact 
location ot the Indian village, but sup- 
posed it to bo somewhere on the Little 
Big Horn. 
It was supposed that fius- 


ter would reach the village about the 20th 
of June. Gen. Ouster did not travel the 
distance marked in 21 hours, on the con- 
trary wo were nearly three days in cov- 
ering tho distance. That Custer, in bis 
enthuaiasm and with hia proverbial taith 
in his regiment, may have gone into the 
fight without fully maturing his plan of 
notion may possibly bo the case, but we 
doubt it very much indeed. 


This tact however we do know, long 


before we could sec tho village immense 
clouds of dust could be seen moving 
rapidly down the river bottom, leading 
officers as well as men to inter that tho 
enemy were on the retreat. Believing as 
Custer did that this was the fact he di- 
vided his command, ordering Eeuo with 
three troops to follow on tho trail and 
attack them in the rear, while he (Ouster) 
with five troops would move down the 
river and attack them on the fiank, Ben- 
teen with three troops was held in re- 
serve and HoDougall as rear guard ws8 
left in charge of the packs. Separated 
from my command we followed Ouster 
as ho dashed off too tbo right Capt, 
Keogh in the advance. 
Ouster, as wo, 


lashed along, spoke a tew words to Oapt. 
look his adjutant. 
Cook checked hie 


horfie, dasbcd off a few words on a pieco 
ot paper aad turning in his saddle called 
or an orderly; beiug tho nearest to him 
vo saluted and received tho paper and 
with the hurried instruction" deliver tbat' 
;o Msj. Eeno, remain with him until we 
effect a junction and at once reporc to 
}en. Custer," he was gone, turning our 
aorsea head to tho lett wo gilloped away 
in the direction of the cloud of dust that 
designated Heno and his command, as 
we turned wo heard Custer say to Keogh 
'Kflogh" those Indians nio ruuning.il we • 
can keep them at it we can afford to lose 
every hcrso in the 7th Cavalry". 
Thus 


showing beyond any manner of question 
that he was impressed with the eaao idea 
that filled tho mind ot almost every man 
in the ret'iaent. Jtiea^hing Beno wo de- 
livered our order, took our place in tho 
troop to which we belonged and tor the 
remainder of that .fatal fight followed Iho 
fortunes of Keno'a battalliou.
